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II. An Account of fame Indian Plants, $*t. 
with their Names, Defcriptions and Vermes-;. 
Communicated in a Letter from Mr. James Pe- 
tiver> Apothecary and Fellow of the Royal 
Society ,• to Mr. Samuel Brown, Surgeon at 
Fort St. George. 

SIR, 

MY Opinion of the Plants you colle&ed at Dm- 
nereoonda, about Twelve Miles from Fort St. 
George, as you defired, are as follows j in the fame Order, 
and under thole Malabar Names and Numbers you lent 
them to me : viz. 

i. Vellaiengcel maraum Malabar; t. 

Arbor Madrafpatana floribus hexapetalis heptapetalifve, Names, 
fruftu coronato. 

This is a fort of Angolam, of which there are Two 
Kinds defcribed in the Hortus Malabariciu, viz. Vol. 4. 
Tab. 17. Pag. 39. and Tab. 7.6. p. 5 <$. 

The Fruit of this having but one round flat Kernel, 
agrees with the Defcription of the laft, but the Leaves 
feem rather to refemble the firfr, viz, thoft in Tab. if. 

N. B. You fay, where Maraum is added it fignifies a 
great Tree; the fame I have formerly remarkc in the 
Hon. Malabar, of Mara and Mar am. vid. Cornel, in Not. 
H. Mai. Vol. 1. Tab. 49. p. 96. 

%. Naiurcevee Malab. a. 

D»*. Vhkenet, that moft accurate Botanift in his Thyto* mmet. 
graphia, Tab. 10. Fig. 4, calls this Amaranthus fpicatus 
Diftamni Cretici folio Maderafpatenfis, vohofe Figure re- 
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fembles this Plant very well while young, but the Leaves 
when full grown, are much larger, and the Spike longer, 
gen rally turning inwards. The Bortus Malabar'tcus 
(eems todefcribe this in the xoth Volum, Tab. yd. Pag. 
15-5. under the Name cf Cadelari, which the Bracb- 
mans or Brammins call Cante Mogaro, afcribing thefe Ver- 
tues to it, viz. 

That the Decoftion takes away Sivellings, abates the 
Sharpnefs of Vrine, and eafes the Stene ; mixt with the 
Oyl Sergelin it flops piffing of Blood. The Root purges ; 
being bruifed and boy I'd in Butter, if cures a Dyfentery ; 
a Drink of it ftrengthens the Stomach, expels Wind, 
corrects Phlegm, and breaks the Stone in the Bladder ; 
being applied to the Arm it cures Agues ; bruifed and 
drank in Wine is good for the Gravel, provoking Vrine, 
efpecially in Hydropick Perfons ; mixt with Lemons it 
kills fettars, and takes away Swellings under the Chin, 
&c. the Seed powder'd and fiiuft up the No(e cures the 
Head ach. 

Joannes Commelinus, in his Notes on the Hortus Ma- 
lab, takes this Plant to be the Verbena Indica Bontii 
hi his Hiftor. Natural. Lib. 6< cap. 54. p. i^o. (and I 
think not improperly) therefore it may net, I hope, be 
armfs to fubjoin its Vertues with the aforegoiog, viz. 

That the Natives of Java and they tbemlelves having 
learnt of them, apply the Leaves of this Plant bruifed 
to Vlcers in the Thighs with good Succefsj becaufe it 
dries very much, which Quality is there very beneficial, 
by reafon the Conftkurion of the Air in thoft parts is 
hot and moift, which renders the Vlcers very ftubborn 
and difficult to cure. 

They give alfo a Spoonful cf the frelh Juice of it in 
Colick Pains, Dyfenteries, and without Diftinciion in all 
affects of the Bowels with very great Succefs ; being 
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brutfed and mixt with Vinegar, they apply it to the 
Breafi in Swoonings, and alJ fainting Fits. 

He farther fays, the Indian Old Women efteem it 
there as a facred Herb, and hold it very good for fuch 
as are Bewitcht, or under an Evil Tongue. 

This nicely differs from the Amaranthus Siculus [pi- import- 
cat us radice peremi Bocconi, Tab. 9. p. 16. in havingy^,. 
rounder Leaves, and thofe lefs white or hoary underneath. 

3. Nucheeia Malab. 3. 

Vitex Madrafpatana foliit latioribus digitatis, fioribus Names. 
racemofis. 

This differs from the Common in having its Leave* fome- 
what broader, and its Flowers more Tparft (or Cpread amparar 
abroad) like thofe of Grapes on ihort Footftalks, whereas *' ne Di f° 
the Common grows dole and at let Distances, like the' """*' 
Whorles on a Verticillated Plant. 

The Fruit in Bignefs and Colour refembles Black and 
Pepper, but is finooth and mining, &t in a large Bell- 
falhioned cinereous Calyx or Cup, and covers about halfD e M*" fc 
the /foi^, which is very hard, and fo folid, that you 
can fcarce diftinguiih any Kernel it hath, but as it were, 
an intire woody Subftance and altogether infpid. 

4. Nella poonee Malab. 4. 

Arbufcula Madrafpatana fioribus exiguis racemiferis. Names. 

The Leaves of this are many times only trifoliated, v ^ cn p t hP. 
and fometimes winged ; it has a racemofe Flower like the 
laft, but fmaller ; F (hall fufpend my Judgment as to 
what particular Genus it may belong to, until I receive it 
in Ripe Fruit. 

$. Parawootan chedde Malab. 5. 

Baccifera racemofa Madrafpatana Juglandis folio nigr'u Names, 
maculis elegant er afperfis. 

Its Berries grow in Cluflers, are round, black and Ve f cr ;pf !or „ 
coronated, no bigger than Pepper, each has a large Ker- 
nel and but little Pulp, which tails not unpleafant ; its 
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Leaves grow oppofrte and are remarkably fprinkled with 
black Specks.

Names, Adha'sda Malabarica Spinofa Echii folio. 

The Hcnus Malabaricus firft gave us the Figure and 
Defcription of this ftrange Diuretkk Plant, in the ad. 
Vol. Tab. 45'. p. 87. under the Malabar Name of Bahel 
Scbuiiiy fince which Dr. Plukenet hath figured it in his 
Phyt Tab. 133. Fig. 4* Oiling it Anclmfa angufttfoVvL 
vmiciliis longis acuieis armata e Maderafpatan & Aim, 
Bot. 30. 

I (hall omit the Defcription of it here, becaufe that 
moil worthy Boianift Mr. John Ray, in his Hi/lor. Plant. 
p. 1731. hath given it from the Hortus Malab. under 
the Denomination of Genifta fpinofa Indica verticillata 
flare purpurea caruleofeuSpartmmfpinofum filiqua geminat a . 
Since you tell me, Sir, if is a great Dieuretick, and 
that you have &en,tkis and round Pepper boyl'd in Water 

Vtrtm. and drank Morning and Night cure the A/cites in a Por- 
tuguefe Woman of 5 $ Years of Age ; I hope it may not 
be amifs to tell you what Ferities the Hortus Malabar. %{- 
cribes to it, viz. 

That a DecoftionoVit provokes fupprefled Vrtne l and 
abates the Swelling of the Belly in Hydropical Perfons, and 
being taken with the Oyl of the /vm» Inferni (by which f 
fuppofe is meant the Ricinus Atnericanus or Palma Chrifii) 
it cures the f>a//y as aforefaid, and breaks the £r<?#<? ; the 
fame externally applied dhTolves Buboes. The Leaves alio 
i<ry<?V/ and pickled, being eaten are Diaretick. 

Mate, The Hortus Malab. alio confirms what ycu rightly cb» 

ferve, that this Plant grows in vvatry Place?, and I am of 

the Opinion that the Malabar Syllable AW, with you, 

fignifies Aquatick^s I find iV.V does, in the Hortus Malab, 

7> " 7.

The whole Plant bruifed and mixt with the Juice o$ Veme ^ 
Raca palam y takes away Tettars by warning with it ; 
hoy I'd in Oyl it cures ail Cutaneous Difeafes, particularly 
the Leprojy. The reft of its Venues are she fame with 
the Aria veela, H. Mai. V. 9. Tab. 13. p. 41. which in 
a little time we fhail have an Occaficn to mention.

I cannot at prefent diftingurfh this to be in any thing An Engiifi 
different from our Common Typha or Cats-tail. plant - 

Neverthelefs, I am very well pleafed to fee an Englifb 
Plant an Inhabitant of fo remore a Part.

Mr. Richard Samhach, an ingenious Surgeon now living 
at Worcefter, a Pesdon whom you formerly knew, was 
the fir ft who brought me this Plant irom the Eafl Indies 
which, with many others, I communicated to that rncft 
accurate Bo: anift, Dr. plukenet, who has figured it in his 
Phytogr. Tab. ia,o. Fig. -j. and calls ir, Ricinus Altbea? Nam, 
folio molli & incano Matierafpatanus &Alm. Bot. 321, 
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The Hortus Malab, had aho figured and defcriled it 
before in the id. Vol. Tab. 39. p. 73. under the Mala- 
bar Name of Schorigenam, and by the Bram. Pitta Ga- 
furcuii, erroneously reckoning it amongft the Nettles, 
which induced that worthy Perl'on, Mr. Ray, in his £///?. 
Plant, p. 1 60. to defcribe it under that tribe ; but it be- 
ing a Tricoccon, is therefore truly, as above, placed a- 
roongft the Ricini. 
vtrtues. The Hort. Malab. aflerts that Rings made of the Root 
of this Plant and wore on the Toes, cures Fevers arifing 
from Phlegm, and that a Decoftion of it provokes Vrine \ 
the Juke of it drank in Cows Milk with Sugar cures the 
Itch and a /'ifiw (as the Author terms it) in the Bones j 
the Wood with the Berries bruifed and applyed, cures 
iiich as are wounded with the Sting- Raye.

This is a Native of England, yet found but in few Pla- 
ces, tho' pretty common in France, Spain, and Italy. I 
have lately received it from the Ifland of Coos collected 
there by my induftrious Friend, Mr. Sam. Daniel, Sur- 
geon ; but you are the firft that ever fent it me from the 
Baft Indies- 
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It's of a different Genus from our Bar dam or greater 
Burdock, and refembles it only in its hamated Spines, 
this being a Capfule or Husk about the Bignefs of a St. 
Lucar (or Luke) Olive, wherein are two Cells -"or far/i- 
/w«j, each containing one oval flattifh Kernel, with a 
blackifh Film or Skin.

ticillated Plants, each fide of the Stalk from whence 
the Leaves proceed is towards the Flowring part re- 
markably carinated or furrowed, towards the Extremi- 
ties of each Branch proceeds the flowring part.

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forth fmall Clufiers ofiittte Flowers, like thofe dlAfcUfi- 
as ; each of theft are fucceeded by a double thin Fodd, 
which is about two Inches and a half long, and one where 
thickeft. The Seed lies in that part next the Footftalks, 
they are roundtfh, flat, and membranaceous, of a brown 
Colour, and hem'd about with a rufty colour'd Lift or 
Selvedge ; the Silky Down, which flicks to the Crown of 
the Seed is very white, and foft as Sattin ,• each Plume is 
i i Inch long. 

It fornewhat refembles the Watt a Kakacodi, H. Mai. cemparijbn.. 
V. 9. Tab. i?. p. r$. in its fcandent Quality, but our 
Leaves are more taper, and the Flowers come not frooi 
one Bottom, and fern fornewhat fmaller.

Inch Footftalks, the largeft of them are fornewhat more 
than anlnchover.and near two long,each ending in a Sharp 
Point ; at the Bofom of each Leaf, which ftand* at cer- 
tain Diftances, comes one fmall fingle Flower, very 
rarely two ; thefe are (ucceeded by a round Capfule, end- 
ing in a long Thread fornewhat Hoary, about the bignefs 
of a Tea, thefe are furrounded with five Leaves, two 
larger, and between thefe, three fmaller ; a little below 
this Calyx are two fmall Leaves, for the generality fct 
oppofite j in each Husk are commonly found four fmocth 
■browntfti triangular Seeds about the bignefs of Mask- 
Seed.

Cumin-Seed powdered, and rub the part grieved there- 
with. With the Powder of it and Oyl they make an 
Oyntment good againft the Itch, and all cutaneous Di- 
feafts. Being mixt with Honey, it cures a Cough. Of 
the Root dried they make a Stomachick Powder; good 
aifo for the Gripes in the Bowels. The Bark of it being 
brutfed and mixt with Whey cures the Piles. The Inha- 
bitants put it in their Drink, H. M. as we do Worm- 
wood.
